Babel worked so quietly that none 


of the other prisoners were aware 
of his suicide. A strip of the blanket 
torn from his cot supplied the noose, 
and

vised rope when

luicide hung. It requited but a 
glance to ascertain that death had 
entued, and 
Coroner Bamett was

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 


Within a few minute* Dr. Barnett 


h^d reached 
the Jail. 
Babel was 


dancing at the rear cor»er of his cell. 
his face toward the west wall, his 


touch lightly upon the floor. The 
Lead was deflected forward, and at 
the back of th* neck was a ccnslder-

In which 
the wife is Indicated to b* making 
confesiion of wrong-doing and land- 
ing the husband. 
Coroner Barnett 


s Inclined to the opinion that per- 
haps th« man had planned to hav* 
this missive found upon his wife'* 
person after her death. 


Still other letters recite the trouble* 


of Babel and hi* wif* and contain 
frequent threats against the woman. 
Some extracts from Babel'* letter* 
are here giv«n: 


THBEATS AGAINST WIFE. 


Under date of March M Babel 
ircte: "'I will give her a pill that 
will stop It. I will giv* her a dose 
that no doctor can cure." 


March 19: "As I have sem tie one

i sleep and she will never wake. I 


will give her a do«« of gun bullets, 
so the ran rer.t easy. Xy.wife hn 
tak«n me for a d-d fool.

been separated in a sparsely settled 
portion of Indiana avenue, near th* 
extreme southern limit* ot the city, 
filed two bullets from a 38-calibre 
revelver Into her back as he passed 
her. 
A* the moaning woman, with

rushed to her prostrate 
form and

acres* the forehead with -he butt 
of his revolver, and fled from the 
•eene. 


Three hours later Babel was placed 


under arret! and 
lodged 
in the 


county Jail. Sunday evening at 0.30 
o'clock Xrs. Babel passed away at 
St. Joseph's hospital. 
By B o'clock 


the husband had heard, almost with- 
out a «h»w of feeling, of her death. 
Sometime during the early morning 
hours today, planning and executing 
his own death with extreme caution 
against making a noise that would 
arouse other prisoners, the murderer 
cheated the law by epdlng his own 
existence. 


HE WOBKED QUIETLY. 


Babel occupied cell No. 0 en the 


lower floor of the criminal depart- 
ment of the county jail, thf cell fac- 
ing the south. To the west of him 
were four unoccupied cells. The cell 
immediately to the east was 
also 


vacant, but other* were occupied, yet 
none of the. prisoner* heard a eound 
from Babel's cell during the nigiit 
Henry Miller, a young priaoner oc- 
cupying the second cell to the east 
as well as one or two others of the 
prisoners, say they did not go to 
sleep until 1 o'clock this rooming 
and that tbe »ulcide must have oc 
curred after that hour. Miller ap 
pears to have been the last man to 
•peak to Babel, who retired to his 
cell about 10 o'clock. 
Some time 


after that hour he called to Babel to 
put his *hoes up in the grated door 
way to prevent the rat. from getting 
at them. Babel answered pleasant 
ly and seemed In excellent spirits. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 


In each of th* cella there I* 


water closet, flushed by water whlc 
flows through a two-inch Iron pipe 
extending cross-wise of the cells nea 
the top of the wall*. Babel had torn 
from th* heavy blanket upon his co 
a strip perhap. twelve inche* i 
width and twisted 
it 
into 


»emblanc* of a rope. 


This h* threw over the water pip 


above, wrapping it twice about th 
pip. In *ueh a manner

HAD INTIXATED IT. 


There are evidences that Babel had 
ot only deliberately planned to kill 
,1s wife, but Intended also to end his 
wn existence, though the latter part 
f the program had been confined to 
lere intimation and knowledge of It 
id not reach the officers until today. 


Last evening. In talking of his case 
with Turnkey Smith, Babel eaid he 
presumed that he would get a life 


•rrow her what a d—d fool I am. I 
im d-d fool enough to make her go 
to heaven or hell, and I think the Ins 
the light road to heil. I have no use 
for that kind of a wife, *o I am bet- 
ter off in the ground." 


Kirch 20: "Dear Friends: I have 
atcjied my onery woman to mu~h 


thrlt I wsi renting tired of It. an-l 
thought I would put a stop to It. and 


r I liave done it stop all my trou- 


ble with her and with all other*. I 
have no friends, »3 I cannot *ay 
gsod-bye to anyone." 


Tfaeae Utter* are now In the pos- 


session of Coroner Barnett and the 
above extracts can only convey a gen- 
eral idea of the tenor of them all. for 
many cf them reek with the vlleat ac- 
cusations against th* woman. 


Another surprising feature i* th- 


finding cf the letters with the 
n-cmin's name signed to then., 
though the Indications are that Balxl 
wrote them all. This fact may tend 
to substantiate the claim of the wo- 
roan'* friends that she did not write 
the vile letUr to Babel from Marion. 
and fcr which ahe was arrested, 
given a heating and held to the fed- 
eral grand jury on the charge of 
sending obscene matter through the 
mails. 


WOUNDS PROVE FATAL. 


Death ended the brief but troublou* 


life of Addie Bab*l at St. Joseph's 
horplUl at 0:3O o'clock Sunday even- 
ing, when Uic- shots firrd by her hu«' 
band 
Saturday 
afternoon 
proved 


fatal. 
There had been little hope 


from the first, for the condition ol 
Client had precluded anything likr, 
an examination for the removal of 
the bullets. One ball had entered 
near the top of the left shoulde 
ranged inward, and. thougii painful, 
was not regarded as dangerous. The 
other perrtrated the back lower, 
down, nearer the spinal column, and 
was quickly recognized as extremely 
dangerous.

had left the hospital the wu dead. 


TELLTNO THE PRISONER. 


Facing up mnd down th. corridor 


at the county jail was tb* hu&ban 1, 
entirely ignorant of the progress of 
the lit. and death battle being wage,! 
by his wife at the boapital. Indeed, 
h* had made little inquiry eoneerninf; 
her, though talking almost constant- 
ly of his trouble* to other prisoner* 
In the corridor. 


About 8 o'clock Sheriff Stout or- 


dered Turnkey Smith to bring Babel 


9 the dining room of the jail, 


where for an hour th* officers ques- 
tioned the man. Babel showed Uttl? 
or no concern over his d«ed. Before 
he tad be>'n told cf hu wife'. dea''.r 
Babel admitted to the sheriff that h- 
fcad mad. up his mind two or three 
weeks ago to kill her if ah. maid anv- 
thing to him, though h« denied hav- 
ing particularly "toyed for her" with 
the revolver. 


Talking of the event* which :ed 'IT 


to th* tragedy, he said whenever op- 
portunity offered the girls wou:j 
make slighting remark* about him. 
such a* "There goes Vanderbllt," an-l 
it made him mad. He denied having 
ever followed his wife, except on one 
occasion, when she came down town 
and "mad* a date." Be has been liv- 
ing with his parent* on Beaver ave- 
nue, and said that Saturday mom- 
Ing he arcee at 5 o'clock, and after 
feeding and attending to his father's 
horse, he at* breakfast and went 
down town, remaining until 10 
o'clock. 
Btturning, he remained at 


home until after dinner, when he 
went over to Maxwell's grocery, on 
Indiana avenue, to borrow a monkey- 
wrench to repair a pump. He com- 
pleted 
this 
work, 
returned th- 


wrench to the grocery, and as ne 
emerged from the door he saw his 
tife and her brother approaching 
from the south on Indians avenue.
